Flick on the rocks 


Drew Peterson wants 
Lifetime movie about 
his life to halt work

Nathan Leopold Jr., one of two graduate 
students convicted of the infamous 1924 
thrill killing of 14-year-old Bobby Franks, 
had been on parole for nearly a year when 
20th Century Fox released a film about 
the historic Chicago trial, starring Orson 
Welles. 

Several months after “Compulsion” 
came out in 1959, Leopold filed a lawsuit 


claiming the film violated his right to 
privacy The Illinois Supreme Court dis- 
missed it in 1970, a year before he died. 

More than half a century later, Drew 
Peterson, who is jailed on charges he 
drowned his third wife, is making the 
same argument as he threatens legal action 
against those responsible for an upcoming 
Lifetime TV movie, which stars Rob Lowe 
as the former Bolingbrook police sergeant. 

Though Peterson did national TV inter- 
views — including one from jail — his lawyer 
argues Peterson still has a right not to have 
others profit from his name. 

“It doesn’t matter if you’re Clint East- 


wood, Dustin Hoffman, the Three Stooges 
or the Marx Brothers,” said attorney Wal- 
ter Maksym. “You could be the head devil 
in hell himself and you’d still have a right to 
make a buck off {your name}.” 

Maksym said he plans to file lawsuits if 
those involved with the film don’t “surren- 
der” by July 22. 

Bolingbrook police told the Tribune this 
week that their legal advisers also are look- 
ing into the situation as the department 
has not granted permission to use their 
identifiers — such as the arm patch seen 
on a recently released publicity photo— to 
any outside source. 


Q101 DJs 
sign off for 
last time

Thursday was a rough day for Chicago’s al- 
ternative music fans. 

The city’s only major alternative rock 
station, Q101 (WKQX-FM), is expected to 
switch to a news/talk format soon after new 
owners take over Friday DJs at the nearly 
20 -year-old station spent Thursday saying 
goodbye to their listeners, while many of 
those fans took to the Internet to lament 
their loss. 

“Thank you for helping me thru so much 
in life,” Q101 listener Amy Reinhart, 29, 
of Crest Hill, tweeted Thursday “I feel as 
if I’m losing the soundtrack to my life and 
youth today” 

It was no easier for the station’s staff. 

Christine Pawlak, the station’s midday 
host known to listeners as “Electra,” strug- 
gled to hold back tears as she signed off for 
the last time Thursday “This has been more 
than a job for me,” she said, her voice crack- 
ing slightly “This has been my life for the 
past six years.” 

James VanOsdol, a former DJ at Q101, said 
the station’s demise shouldn’t have come 
as a surprise. The alternative rocker, along 
with Chicago classic rock station The Loop 
(WLUP-FM 97.9) and a New York station, 
were sold last month to Merlin Media, a new 
venture headed by Randy Michaels, former 
chief executive of Tribune Co., owner of the 
Chicago Tribune and RedEye. 

Still, VanOsdol said he understands fans’ 
anguish. He said a friend of his recently 
compared the station’s loss to the change 
in formats from rock to news/talk at WLS- 
AM 890 in 1989. 

“It made sense. [Qioi] was where kids 
found out about new music, ’’VanOsdol said. 
“I understand why people are affected by it, 
because it was part of their growing up.” 

Both VanOsdol and Fred Jacobs, founder 
and president of Michigan-based Jacobs 
Media, the nation’s largest rock radio con- 
sulting firm, said listeners must keep in 
mind that the format change is simply a 
business decision. 

And while Chicago may be without an al- 
ternative station right now, that void prob- 
ably isn’t permanent, Jacobs said. 

“Chicago’s a great rock market,” he said. 
“I’m not saying it’s going to happen next 
week or even next month, but at some 
point another owner is going to stick the 
toe back in and give this thing a run again.”

The Odd Future is here, and not everyone’s 
happy about it. 

Odd Future Wolf Gang Kill Them All- 
aka Odd Future or OFWGKTA— is set to 
perform Sunday at Pitchfork Music Festival, 
to the dismay of advocacy groups who say 
the band’s lyrics depict violence against 
women and gays. 

But Pitchfork stands by its decision to 
book the SoCal hip-hop collective. 

“They are a band that we feel is creative 
musically, forward-thinking musically,” 
Pitchfork founder Ryan Schreiber said. 

Pitchfork, the Chicago music e-zine, has 
been one of the most vocal champions of the 
i o -member group’s flood of releases in the 
last two years. 

“Talented, hilarious, villainous, immature, 
precocious, and viral— they are at the van- 
guard of modern hip-hop,” Pitchfork writer 
Sean Fennessey wrote last year. Almost in 
passing, he noted: “They rap about raping 
women. Often.” 

Odd Future’s M.O. is to shock at all costs, 
and no image is too violent, misogynistic, 
homophobic or just plain vile. The group has 
played numerous festivals and concerts with- 
out much public outcry Instead, it has been 
praised by critics and fans for its high-energy, 
sometimes outrageous shows, including 
several appearances in March at South by 
Southwest in Austin, Texas. 

The group’s more inflammatory lyrics 


have been described as naughty-boys-will- 
be-naughty-boys high jinks in many publica- 
tions, including a lengthy New York Times 
feature in May 

That piece caught the attention of Shar- 
mili Majmudar, executive director of Rape 
Victim Advocates, however, and she was 
not quite so understanding when Pitchfork 
booked the group for its festival. 

Rape Victim Advocates and another 
Chicago-based advocacy group, Between 
Friends, will pass out information outside 
the festival about violence against women. 
Last week, the festival announced it would 


invite the groups to set up booths in Union 
Park to “encourage a larger dialogue about 
violence against women and the LGBTQ 
community” 

The groups plan to distribute hand fans at 
the festival entrance presenting their mes- 
sage, including the slogan “Cool it, don’t be a 
fan of violence.” 

“There are those who would say their lyrics 
are just fictional, over-the-top, or just about 
shock value,” Majmudar said. “We’re trying 
to point out that real people are affected by 
that type of violence every day and that Odd 
Future’s ‘shock value’ is irresponsible.”

WEST LOOP 
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More sushi, please 


The story: When I 
heard that Arizona 
restaurant Roka 
Akor was open- 
ing in River North, 
my ears perked up. 
Was this the place I 
remembered snag- 
ging a place on Bon Appetit magazine’s list of 
top io sushi spots in 2009? Indeed. Though 
out-of-state restaurant groups descending on 
Chicago aren’t always the most well-received 
(Roka Akor is run by restaurant group JNK 
Concepts and was inspired by a London res- 
taurant called Roka), I had a feeling I should 
keep my eye on this one. 

The food: The chef’s platters of sashimi are 
what Roka is known for, said our server, but 
my dining pal and I went straight for the sig- 
nature maki section and loved the just-spicy- 
enough hamachi-serrano chili roll ($12). Ro- 
bata-grilled steaks arrive sliced so that you can 
eat ’em with chopsticks, and the 8 -ounce filet 
with chili-ginger sauce for dipping ($34) was 
impeccably cooked and melt-in-your-mouth 
tender. With all this steak and sushi talk, don’t 
overlook the vegetables; the garlic butter- 
filled cremini mushroom caps ($5) were the 
biggest surprise of the meal. For dessert, the 
banana and mango cakes looked pretty, but 
weren’t anything special— especially for $10 


apiece. Next time I’d order more sushi instead 
of saving room for something sweet. 

The drinks: The cocktail list is modeled 
after the one served in Scottsdale, except for 
a signature drink called The One. This addic- 
tively sippable ginger-citrus concoction gets 
a kick from gin and sake, a hint of smokiness 
from mezcal, and complexity from seaweed- 
infused soy syrup. The rest of the book-sized 
drink menu is dedicated to sake, wine, beer 
and infused shochus. 

Watch out for: The prices. My friend and 
I went with some of our servers’ recommen- 
dations without checking prices and our bill 
added up accordingly. The wagyu gunkan, 
seaweed-wrapped rice topped with raw wagyu 
beef and caviar, set us back $18 for one bite 
apiece. And my favorite cocktail, The One, 
was $18 while most others run $12-$ 14. 

Bottom line: Comparisons to Union, an- 
other recently opened robata grill/sushi spot 
in River North, are inevitable, and the big- 
gest difference is that while Union’s all about 
kushiyaki (skewered meats) in a funky whim- 
sical space, Roka serves full cuts of steak and 
has more of a fine-dining feel. As for that Bon 
Appe tit-issued honor, I’ll have to return to try 
more than just a roll or two to tell if it holds up.

I still don't know what a Pooh is, or 
how Winnie the Pooh sustains himself 
on honey alone.

whose emotional state ranges from “miserable” to “a little 
less than miserable.” 

The buzz: Reasons you may care about this approximate- 
ly-an-hour-long movie if you’re older than 4 (if you’re not 
you’re doing a great job of reading!): Celeb voice work 
from Craig Ferguson (fantastic as Owl) and John Cleese 
(the Narrator), and songs sung by Zooey Deschanel. Really, 
though, the big reason to welcome this 2-D, hand-drawn 
treat is its pleasantly low-key rhythm that relies on charac- 
ters, jokes and feelings in ways Disney rarely does without 
Pixar anymore-and still didn’t with “Cars 2.” 

The verdict: If it’s wrong to vastly enjoy a warm movie 
about simple pleasures such as food, friends and teamwork, 
then I don’t want to be right. Of course not a lot is at stake, 
and the movie doesn’t quite stick with you. Yet “Winnie the 
Pooh” is a delight for both young children and family mem- 
bers who absolutely shouldn’t go into the movie assuming 
it’s just a chance to take a nap.

The verdict: Life is stranger than fiction, even 
when it’s unclear which parts of a true story 
haven’t been doctored. “Tabloid” is a weird, 
somewhat funny, considerably disturbing 
exploration of an unreliable narrator and a 
hungry media that eventually turns a convict- 
ed criminal into a celebrity. Without context, 
Morris lets the story drag and hinders what 
could have been a more interesting por- 
trayal of scintillating tales that perhaps those 
involved are motivated to make even more 
salacious.

Perhaps it’s only fitting that a documentary 
about rap— easily the music industry’s leading 
genre for the amount of artist-vs.-artist beef it 
inspires — would generate 
a beef of its own. 

“I didn’t expect Q-Tip 
to be completely com- 
fortable with everything 
in the documentary,” 
director Michael Rapa- 
port says about the Tribe 
frontman who expressed 
disapproval about his 
documentary “Beats, 

Rhymes, and Live: The Travels of A Tribe 
Called Quest.” “I didn’t want it to play out 
the way it’s played out publicly 

“The worst part about it is that it came off 
a little classless on both of our sides.” 

Class may not always be standard in the 
rap world, but ATribe Called Quest isn’t 
your average rap act. The group’s second and 
third albums, 1991’s “The Low End Theory” 
and 1993’s “Midnight Marauders,” are justly 
regarded as influential classics that combine 
clever, socially conscious lyrics with laid-back 
beats that often sample from jazz. 

Rapaport’s documentary, however, isn’t 
just an excuse for such people as Common 
to talk about Tribe’s importance; the film 
charts the breakdown of the friendship 
between MCs Q-Tip and Phife Dawg, which 
effectively derailed the group’s career. Tribe 
hasn’t made an album since 1998’s “The Love 
Movement,” even though members still have 
one album left on their Jive contract. 

At the Ritz- Carlton Hotel, basketball- 
loving New York natives Rapaport (more fa- 
mously known as an actor in such projects as 
“Higher Learning” and “Friends”), and Phife 
(real name: Malik Taylor), discussed making a 
movie about a group you love, Chicago hip- 
hop and more. Rapaport, 41, hasn’t spoken 
with Q-Tip recently, but Phife talks with him 
all the time. 

“Everything is cool as far as {our} friend- 
ship,” says 40 -year-old Phife, wearing an “I 


Why did you want to make this movie? 

MR: I mean, why not? It’s ATribe Called 
Quest. As far as I’m concerned, they’re as im- 
portant as the Beatles, as the Rolling Stones, 
Led Zeppelin, the Ramones. They mean that 
much to fans of hip-hop. They mean that 
much to popular culture. What they did is 
just as important. Some would even say more 
relevant today and you can see their influ- 
ence in everybody from Drake to the Black 
Eyed Peas to Common and Outkast. 

You’ve called T ribe your favorite group. 
What did you do to separate the fan from the 
filmmaker? 

MR: At first I was like really really over- 
whelmed with excitement. When I was 
on stage shooting them and realized that I 
started making a movie about them, I was 
excited and nervous. But once we got down 
to the nitty gritty and business of making the 
movie I tried to be as objective and respect- 
ful and as focused ... to get the story across in 
the way that I felt was the way to do it. 

What goes through your head when you 
think about Chicago hip-hop? 

Phife: Oh, man, Da Brat, Common, ‘Ye, 



Crucial Conflict. They had their own lane 
pretty much. What I really appreciate about 
it is when we first came here, ’cause Jive used 
to have offices in Chicago, and when we first 
came here to perform one time, Chicago was 
all about house music so they was looking at 
us like, “What the {bleep}?” And then to see 
it grow into this hip-hop jungle as well, I can’t 
be mad. This is one of my favorite cities abso- 
lutely Twista. They get busy out here, for real. 

How are you guys going to satisfy that last 
album on the contract? What’s coming up? 
Phife: I have no idea. Honestly I don’t know if 
that’s ever going to be done, but hopefully it will. 

Is there a date by which you have to do it? 

MR: Oh, no. 

Phife: No, ’cause we’ve been {waiting} on this 
album for 13 years, so there’s definitely no 
date. {Laughs}

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Hip to be hoppy

West Coast-style India pale ales, along with the 
ever-expanding number of other IPA variations, 
have transformed many drinkers’ conception of the 
style. 

The aggressive, in-your-face West Coast style 
features massive doses of hop varieties native to 
the Pacific Northwest, such as Cascade, Centen- 
nial, Chinook and Columbus, that lend the beer a 
distinct citruslike flavor and aroma. 

But the English first brewed the hoppy yet well- 
balanced beers they later dubbed India pale ales to 
withstand the long, arduous journey from Britain 
to India. 

The English-grown hop varieties served as natu- 
ral preservatives to help a beer survive a four- to 
five-month journey aboard a ship. 

Those hops, varieties such as Kent Golding and 
Fuggle, were bitter, but nothing compared with a 
Stone or Dogfish Head IPA. And their flavors con- 
jured up earthy floral, musky or spicy notes rather 
than the hints of grapefruit, marijuana or body 


odor often found in West Coast IPAs. 

Though countless craft breweries produce the 
bold West Coast-style IPA, far fewer attempt the 
more-nuanced English style. 

But that’s starting to change. Both Three Floyds 
and Half Acre have produced limited-release Eng- 
lish-style IPAs this year, and others, such as Goose 
Island, Brooklyn and Arcadia, already produce the 
style all year. 

Arcadia, which specializes in producing British- 
style ales and uses British equipment and ingredi- 
ents, has been producing Arcadia IPA since the 
brewery opened in 1996. 

“It’s just a drinkable, approachable, not-too-as- 
sertive beer,” head brewer Josh Davies says. 

Moreover, because the beer aims for balance, at 
least to some extent, you can drink more than one 
without the bitter hops overwhelming the palate, 
he says. 

“It’s dry, but not mouth-puckeringly dry” he says. 
‘And hopefully there’s enough malty sweetness to 
balance that out.”
